politan appearance.” 
| Dr. Maxwell is pastor of four Metho- 
| dist churches jn Ireland, with headquar- 
| ters at Port Arling.on, a point 40 miles 
/ south ei Dublin. While here in Atlanta 
/and America he hopes to be able to raise 
|a sufficient sum of money from free 
| contributions to pay off a debt of $2,500 
| which is resting on one of the churches 
| of the circuit which he handles. A new 
| building has recently been erected, and 
|it was necessary to put a mortgage of 
$2,500 on it to complete it. This, says 
Dr. Maxwell, is equivalent to a debt of 
$50,000 on an average American Metho- 
dist church, for the people of Ireland 
‘are very poor. 

“Dr. Maxwell talks interestingly of his 
work and his native land. He says: 
The population of Ireland is about 
4,400,000. The Protestaift population is 
about 1,200,000, and the Roman Catho- 
lic about 3,000,000. In the North of 
Ireland the popu.atfon is largejy Protest- 
jant, The north of frelan@ especiaty is tie 
|stronghold of the Presbyterian church.

aoimost as old as the human reason. The 

Assyrians, Babylonians, Bgyptians and 
Greeks all held to !t. The Egyptians 

wrought out their conception with elab- 

Orateness of detai!] in their Book of the 

Dead. They pictured a judgment scene 
in which the forty-two gods of Egvpt 
Were seated wpon their thrones, while 

before them the naked souls of men 
- were made to pass. In order to escape 

their wrath, each individua] had to swear 
that he had not committed any of the 

sins which the gods were set to punish. 

The Greeks described a place in the spirit 

world where all human roads converged. 

A throne of judgment was set there, 

while away from it led two diverging 

roads. One by one, the souls approached 

the judges, i114, being approved, were di- 
rected to the road that led to the Bless- 
ed Isles, or, being condemned, were 

pointed to that which led to the House 
of Vengeance. For a long time in the 
history of the Jewish nation there seems 
to have been no such definite conception. 

During all the early centuries, the life 
of the individual Jew was so completely 
absorbed in the lUfe of the nation that 
the idea of futlure life was almost wholly 
that of continued national existence.

Verily, I say unto you, there 
he some of them that stand here which 
shall in no wise taste of death till they 
see the Son of Man coming in His king- 
dom."’ 

What is the judgment? Dr. James Whi- 
ton answers: “It is first, the experience 
of the good or evil results of the course 
we take in obeying or disobeying the 
divine law. It is, second, a revelation 
in each man’s consciousness of those re- 
sults as the fruit of his obedience or dis- 
obediencé to the divine law. It is plain 
that the first of these may exist without 
the second. The results of action cannot 
fail to follow or begin to follow imme- 
diately after action. The man who per- 
petrates a crime, however successfully, 
te result in the hard- 


ture, and this result is essentially his 
judgment, whether it be immediately re- 
vealed to him as such or not. 

It is also plain that the second element 
in the judgment may be delayed till 
long after the first has begun. The trans- 
gressor may successfully blind himself to 
his condition as hardened, depraved and 
worsening. In other words, he is sim- 
ply unconscious of the work of judgment 
that is actually going on within him in 
the degradation and growing ruin of his 


time in the future, while the writer of 
the Fourth Gospe!, with keener spiritual 
insight, lays emphasis almost wholly 
upon the present aspect of judgment. 
With him it is a continuous process 
“which fulfills itself in a probation of 
Character and a self-verdict which pro- 
read Row. ve 

Tt is hardly necessary to try to persuade 
men to bMteve [In the fact of a judg- 
ment, because to every man, whose mind 
is morally inclined, some sort of judg- 
ment is at once a moral necessity, and 
a thing greatly to be desired. We do 
not question that virtue {s its own reward 
and vice its own punishment. We do 
not falter in the belief that “godliness 
is profitable unto all things, having prom- 
ise of the life which now is as Well as 
that which is to .ome.” But we recog- 
mize the fact that some moral] seeds 
ripen so slowly that three score years 
and ten measure a season too short for 
thelr flowering and fruiting. We appre- 
clate, too, that posterity, in large meas- 
ure, enjoys the benefits of virtue and 
euffers the consequences of vice, but 
the result of a course of conduct that 
ultimates in consequences upon one’s 
children does not s*em to properly meet 
the ends of justice. For this reason, 
men look forward to a time when even- 
handed justice, without fear or favor, 
Shall balance the accounts to the full, 
and render to every nan acording to his 


nature. When the time comes for this 
ito flash upon him and to consume him 
with Shame and agony, the judgment of 
which he then becomes conscious {s sim- 
'ply a revelation or discov ery of the judg- 
ment that has been working in him since 
his evil course began. The discov ery does 
not make the judgment, it only brings it 
to his consciousness. 

Judgment, then, is as eternal and as 
constantly operative as law. It is, in 
fact, the operation of law in blessing the 
obedient and bringing wrath upon the dis- 
Obedient. From the beginning to t®&e end 
Of action under law, 
every being through the universe of God 
wherever law extends.”’

So you may know 
I heard of the boll weevil as soon as it 
made its advent. I live in east Texas 
and the best of my recollection, about 
| ten vears ago I read of the weevil in 
' southwest Texas. The experiment direc- 
tor advised the farmers to pick up the 
fallen forms and burn them. He had 
tried it on a small patch and thought 
Would succeed. But alas, they came on, 
But now, 
| men think, they did not send out “spies” 
, and companies to investigate, but came 
on, year by year, in one solid phalanx 


' from north to south, until here they are, ' 


And when you see them it will take no 
expert to tell you what they are. Now, 
I wish to say right here that we east 
Texas people had every chance to get 
them that you Georgians have. 
bought west Texas hay; the trains from 
the weevil-infested districts came through 
here ten years and they came not only as 
I've said before. Now, I will say that 
I do not believe that you good folks 


they come to you as they did to us you 
have ten years yet. 

Comment—Let me assure our Texas 
friend that the Georgia farmers are not, 
Sq to speak, “tearing their shirts’’ over 
the boll weevil business, and are not 
contracting the area in cotton on ac- 
count of fears. But they are wise and 
the state authorities are wise, in being 
on the lookout for the pest and in using 
all lawful and reasonable efforts to keep 
the weevil from crossing the Mississippi 
and the two intervening states and en- 
tering upon Georgia soil. Had the Texas 
authorities and the Texas farmers taken 
proper measures ten years ago the pro- 
gress of the pest might have been ar- 
rested at the Rio Grande.

I be- 
lieve myself, after years of close observa- 
‘tion, that. cotton chopping and picking 
is the healthiestfi freest, most refining 
way in which pood women and children 
ean make their spending money. They 
are seen out at church on Sunday dress- 
ed like queens, silks, fine horses, rubber 
tire buggies, and you would think they 
| were merchant princes’ wives and daugh- 
As this is Sunday, !1 o’clock, and 
the thousands of preachers over the land 
are holding in wrapped silence their 
audiences, I want to say a word about 
the moral of cotton pickers. This is the 
money season, and consequently it is 
the dissipating season. The country peo- 
ple go to church very little now till thefr 
cotton is gathered, and their money spent 
o-rplaced in the bank. They are really 
too tired to go to church. It would be 
as much a sin to go to church when 
‘tired down as it was to do too much 
work. Cotton is soon gathered, -.and all 
rested. Then hunt places of amusement. 
‘Christmas comes and money is spent. 
Ashamed to go to church now. Spring 
‘opens, and with {ft the credit season. 
‘Then church {fs the place for poor folks; 
'preaching free. This does not apply to 
‘the faithful few. The country preacher, 
i\like the people, {s too tired to preach 
‘much. He hag been {fn the push all the 
‘week to make tongue and buckle meet. 
consequently cotton picking is suggestive 
of ignorance. That may be the reason 
so many here left ft for the hurrah of 
the city, for literary Hnes and for fame. 
But thousands have looked back from 
fame's lofty height and longed for the 
appetite, the rest and sweet sleep of the 
cotton picker.
